Itis in moſt parts ( eſpecially the north) of a 
rich and fat Soy, being of a blackiſh Earth, in ma- 
ny places mixt with a Cy, and in ſome, as the 
ſouth Welt Parts, it is of a more red and looſe 
Earth, but every where incomparable apt to pro- 
duce, and liberally to anſwer tne Cultivators colt 
and pains for what is planted ; bcing always 
Springing , and its Trees and Plants never diſro- 
bed of their ſummer Livery, every moneth being to 
them as our May, or April. 

Here are many Savanas which are intermixed 
with the Hills and Woods, eſpecially in the North 
and South parts, where are great ſtore of wild 
Cartel) which by report were ſometimes Feilds of 
Indian Maiz, or Wheat, which when the Spaniards 
became AMafters of the Ifle, they converted t0 


Paſture for the feeding of their (attel ; bringin 

hither from Spain, Horſes, Coms, Hogs, - 
Aſenegros for a Breed, after they had deſtroyed all 
the Natives, or Indians, which according to cal- 
culation, did amount to about 60000. which Cat- 
tel did exceedingly encreaſe, witneſs the great 
heards of Zorſes, and other {attel, that are now 
wild in the Woods ; beſides the great quantities of 
(ws that have been Killed by the Engliſh, fince 


they became Maſters thereof : And theſe Savans 
are the moſt barren, as being ſo long made uſe of 
without Tillage ; yet doth they produce ſuch great 
Plenty of Graſs, that the Engliſh are conſtraine 
$0 burn it up.

The- Air, and Temperature. 


The Air is here more temperate then in any of Th- 4 
the Caribbee Iſles, as ſeated more Northerly, n « / 
of as mild a temperature ( as to Hear ) as any Perme 


place between the Topicks, being always cooled 
with freſh Breezes, that conltenchy bow eaſterly, 
and refreſhed with frequent Showers of Rain, and 
ſuch Des that fall in the night ( much quickning 
the growth of what is Planted ) thatit may truly 
be called remperare and healthful ; and by reaſon 
of its continual Yerdure ( as[ have before noted ) 
exceeding Delightful, 

And it is obſerved that the Weſt and Eaſt Parts 
of the Tſle are moſt ſubject to Ratiz and Windes ; 
and the Woeds being alſo thick, and cloſe, rendreth 
the Air leſs agreeable, then the North and South 
Parts, which are more plain and open, and leſs 
ſubject to Kain and Winds, The e Mountains 
which run along the inidle of the [le from one 
extream Point to the other, are much Cooler 
theu the other parts, inſomuch that oft-times in 
the Mornings there is ſmall white Freſts,

ing no ſeemable Winter but by a little more Racy, 
and Thunder, in the winter moneths. 
The winds here conſtantly blow all the day from 
nine in the Morning eaſterly, and become more 
freſher as the Su mounteth higher, by reaſon of 
which, at mid-day Travel or Labour is ſufferable, 
But from eight at _ to' about eight in the 
Morning, it frequently blows Welterly ; and 
with theſe Winds, or BreeJes, the Veſſels get out 
of the Harbours, and ply to wind-ward. " 
There is ſcarce any ſcncible lengthning or ſhort. 
ning of the Days ot Nights, but are almolt always 
of an equal length, 
The Sea ebbs and flows ſeldome above a foot, 
Hurricanes are here never known, as before 
have noted ; nor hath any Yeſſel been loſt, or caſt 
away on the Coaſt, ſince the Engliſh were Maſter: 
of it,

{ton here hath an eſpecial fineneſs, and is by Cotten3 
all preferred before that of the Carribbee Iſles. 

Tobacco is here indifferent good, being eiteemed Tobacco: 
better then that of the Barbaaves, butit is not much 
planted, only a ſufficiency to ſerve themſelves ; 
the other Commodities being more beneficial,

. Great ſtore of Tortosſes are taken on this Conſt, Tortoiſe 
whoſe meat ( being excellent ) they eat, and their "5: 
Shells ſo much eſteemed here in England for ſeve- 
ral curious works, finds good vent. 

Here are great variety of Woods for Dyers, AS Curiong 
Fuſtick, Red-wood, &c. alſo Cedar, IMothogency, Woods. 
Brafilletto, Lignum-Vite, Ebony, Granadilla, and 
many other excellent ſweet ſmelling, and curious 
woods fit for choiſe works, whoſe names are as yet 
not known; nor indeed their excellencies ; but.are 
exported in great quantities. 

Copper, they are aſſured is in this 7ſe, for they Copper; 
have ſeen the Ore, wrought out of a ſine here z 
and by the Spaniards report, the Bells that hung in 
the great Church of St. /ago, were caſt of the Cop- 
per of this 1/land. 

Silver may probably be here, as well asin Cuba, Silver, 
and in the Aſaine ; and the Engliſh have been 
ſhewed where the Spaniards had found a Silver

Fo, 
Noye, did affirm that he could have made as many 
Timns if they had had Vent.

Theſe with ſome others are the Commodities 
that this /ſland produceth, which if well impre- 
ved, would ſoon become the beſt, and Richeſt 
Plantation that ever the Engl:ſh were, ( or are 
like to be ) Maſters of. 

[ ſhall in the next place give you an Account of 
the management of a Cocao walk, with a calculati- 
of its (ofts, and Profits as it was lately eſtimated 
by a Judicious and great Encourager 'of the 
Planters, who communicated the Obſervations 
thereupon unto me.

The charges of gathering apd houſcing the Co- 
cao, is inconſiderable, only Cloths or Baggs to 
put it in, which with ſome other incident charges, 
may be reckoned at the moſt ( as all things-elſe 
have been) to Amountto 42. 1. 15.s. more, which 
makes op juſt 500. ]. 

Note, that all this that is Planted , is done in 
15, months, and the Cocao bears not compleatly 
until the ſixth year from the firſt beginning, or 
comming ;z ſo that” you will have four years and 
nine months at liberty with your Servants , either 
to encreaſe the Cocao-Walk,, building of convent- 
ent houſes, and making of Gardens for pleaſure ; 
or elſe you may fall on Ginger  Prdico, or ſome 
other Contmedity ſor preſent profit, which perhaps 
may be neceſſary for ſuch as cannot forbear their 


Money, untill the Cocao-Walk, doth come to per= 


feCtion as aforeſaid ;- after which , you will finde 
ſufficient profit as is expreſt, Sickneſs , Mottali- 
ty, and running away Excepted.

This Jflazd abounds with good Bays, Road;, 
and Harbours: the Principal among which are. 

Port- Royal, formerly called Cagway, ſituate 
on the -extream end of that long point of Land 
which makes the Harbour, which is exceeding 
commodious for Shipping , and ſecured by one of 
the ſtrongeſt and moit conſiderable Caſtles that his 
Alajeſty hath inall America, in which are mount- 
ed about 60 peeces of Ordnance, and is well 
guarded with Soaldiers, It is land-lock't by a point 
of Lexa that runs 12 miles Soxtb-Eaft from the 
main of the 1ſlanrd, having the great Rzver that 
runs by Zos eAngelos, and St, Fago falling into it, 
where Ships do commonly water, and convenient- 
ly wood. The Harboxr is 2, or 3, Leagues croſs in 
molt places , and hath every where good Anche- 
rage, Whichis ſo deep, that a Ship of a 1000 
T7 unn may lay her ſides to the ſhore of the Point, 
and load , and unload with planks a Float : which 
commodiouſneſs , doth make it to be the molt fre- 
quented by Xen of War, and 4derchants Ships of 
any in the /ſlaxd, and as much Inhabited by the 
Aerchants , Store-houſe-kgepers, Vintners , and 
eAlebnuſe-keepers, being the only noted place of 
Trade in the Iſle, and &Coth contain ( ſince the

have had ſuch grand diſcouragements from Eng- 
land, as want of pay, proviſions, and recruits of 
eAen.; yet amongit themſelves talked of all en- 
c emen:s to Plant, the eſtabliſhment of 
Fuſtice and Government, beſides the ſrequent at- 
tempts of the Sp.1n:ſ7 Forces z and if it thus thri- 
ved under theſe, and ſuch like conſiderable ob- 
ſtruQions, iris more then probable, it will in a 
ſhort time become a great and profitable Colony 
both to the King and Kingdom ; for when well 
planted, it may bring iato his Majeſty ſome hun- 
dred thus/and pounds per eAnnum., Barbadoes 
( which is ſolittle compared tothis ) yeilding a- 
bout 10002, per Annum, and employing about 
150 or 200 S11l of Ships yearly. 

5. This /ſlazd being ſo large and ſo fertile, it 5, Confid; 

is capable of the receiving thoſe great numbers of 
people,that are forced to deſert the Caribbee Iſles : 
Their Plantations being worn out, and their woods 
waſted; as likewiie thoſe multitudes of Yagrants 
and Beggars that are {0 great a charge and ihame 
to the Kingdom, if Tranſported thither, ( would 
by their labours ) live both honeitly, and plenti- 
fully ; here being obſerved to be no beggars, nor 
ſuch looſe Yagabond people. 

6. This {land being well ſetled, will be capa- g; congq, 
Þle of it ſelf to carry on a War againlt the Spa- ws 

lo ; pardy 
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niards in the Weſt- Indies ( as occafion requireth ) 
becauſe of the convehiencies of its Ports, and its 
ſtrength of nhabitants and Shipping, having al- 
ready about 20 or 3o Sayl of Privateers; and will 
ina ſhort time be ſo numerous and potent, that 
they will become ſo obnoxious to the Spaniards, 
that probably they will rather admit of a Trade 
into his Ports ( which would prove a grand ad- 
vantage both to them, and this Kingdom ) than 
ſuffer ſo diſadvantageous a War, And having 
thus forced a Trade, would gain the acquain- 


tance of the Natives, and learn their Cuſtomes,

8. There is now a conſiderable progreſs made 
in the ſetling of this 7ſle, there being upon it many 
Plantations of Cocao, Sugar, Indico, Cotton, and 
Proviſions ; and Inhabited with many thouſand of 
people. The Planters ( for the generality ) now 
living in great delight, and enjoy all things neceſ- 
ſary for Food and Rayment in a liberal meaſure ; 
and were it well Inhabited, it would very much 
conſume the Engliſh Manufattures, and encou- 
rage Navigation and Marchandize, 

9. It cannot be imputed a diſadvantage, that 
Jamaica lyeth ſo far off, for thereby are more 
Ships employed; and by conſequence, more Say- 
lors, Shipwrights, Ropemakers , and many other 
Tradesmen maintained, whoſe dependance is 
thereon, Furthermore, if it lay not ſo far, we 
could not expe ſuch Commodities as it pro: 
duceth, being aþpropriate to the Clyme ; neither 
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is it a ſmall ad 7antage to have ſuch Commoditzes 
within his Majefties Dominions ( though at. a, di- 
ſtance ) that are both valued and needed by his 
Subjefts and Neighbours, eſpecially the {dcao.

ing accuſtomed to colder Cl:mates, our ſpirits are 
not ſo vigorous without them in a moderate 
manner. 

The Air, though hot is very moiſt, which cau» 
ſeth all all Iron-rools, as Knives, Swords, Locks, 
Keys, &c. toruſt, ſo that without conſtant uſage, 
they will ſoon become eaten up with ruſt, And 
this great heat and moiſture, doth cauſe the Plants 
and Trees to grow ſo large, and high.

difpoſition of the /nhabitants ) are ſaid by him, to 
be a people of a ready wit, and though literate, 
ofa good undentanding, For the Account of time, 
( he faith, ) they make uſe of Hieroglyphicks, and 
Emblems of things ; likewiſe they initruct their 
Children in ſuch things as relates to their Familits 
and Conntrey, which is ſo preſerved from Genera- 
tion, to Generation ; where a battle hath been 
fought, or upon the ſettlement of a Colony#they 
raiſe a ſmall Pyramid of ſtone, which doth confiſt 
of the number ſlazn, or ſetled at ſuch a Colony, ' For 
Religions Rites, either Devorion, Sacrifice, or Bu- 
rial, they make a round circle of ſhott Srraws, or 
Reeds, and according to the placing of the ſaid 
ſtraws, or reeds, it is known for what it was made ;

Capt. Smith, hath 50 Miles of Sea Caaf, 
where are found divers good Havens, 
ſome of which are capable to harbour goo ſail of 
Ships from the fury of the Sea, and Winds, by 
reaſon of the interpoſition of ſeveral 7ſles (to the 
number of about 200 ) which lie about this Coaſt, 
And although this Conntrey is ſeated in the 
midſt of the Temperate Zone, yet is the Clime , Cote 
more uncertain, as to the Heat and Cold, then es <ciqy 
thoſe European Kingdomes , which lie Paral- © 
lel with it; and asto Virginia, this may be com- 
pared as Scorland is to England.

When firſt TInhabited by tbe Engliſh, 


This Conntrey became firſt to be a Colony of the 
Engliſh about the Year 1605, being granted by 
Patent from King Fames, to certain proprietors 
under the name of the Plymon;b Company ; but di- 
vers years were ſpun out, with great expences, 
and not without ſundry caſualties befalling on the 
Adventurers, before it became any thing conſide- 
rable, and ina fetled condition. 


Their Rivers and Fiſh. 


This Countrey is well watered witff Rivers, the 
chief amongſt which, are eAgamentico; Conette- 
cat, Kinebequy, Merrimeck, Miſhuiz , Miſtich,

This (ountrey affordeth ſeveral forts of rich ©,mo- 
Furs, Flax, Linnen, Amber, Iron, Pitch, Tarr, dities and 
Cables, Maſts, and Timber to build Ships, alſo Trades 
ſeveral] ſorts of Grain, &c. 

The Inhabitants drive a conſiderable Trade to 
Berbadoes,z and other our Americas Plantations, 
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in ſupplying them with Flower, Bicket, Salt, Fleſh 
and Fiſh, &c. And in return bring Sugars, and o 
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ther Commodittes, as well for their own uſe, asto 


ſell again. Tiicy alſo drive a conliderable Trade 
with England ior wearing Apparel, Stuffs, Silky, 
Cloath , ſeveral Utenſils for their Houſes, Iron, 
Braſs, and ſuch like thir gs that are uſeful to man 
and not found amongtt them. 

Asto the Coyns, Werghts, and e Meaſures of 
New-England, and the reit of the American 
Plantations belonging to his Majeſty, they are 
the ſame with thoſe of London, but as to {Uyns, 
they are not much made uſe of in Trade, their 
way being Bartering, of one Commoduy for ano- 
ther ; bur at Famazc« they have plenty of Spaniſh 
Coins, and at Baroadoes thoſe of England.

It is ſcituated betwixt the degrees of 46, and 
53, of Northern Latitudes, and it is only\4evered 
from the Continent of «America, by an Arm of 
the Sea, like that which ſeparates England 'from 
France. 


Its Bays, Rivers, Fiſh, Fowl, Beaſts, XC. 


It is Famous for many ſpacious and excellent ,,. Bays & 
Bays, and Harbours, and within the Laxd for the pg jyers. 
varicty of Freſh Springs, whoſe waters are. ex- 
ceeding delicious. | 

It is enriched by nature, with plenty of F:(b, 3.; x, 
Land, and Water-Fowl,and ſufficiently ſtockt with Fowles, 
Deer, Hares, Otters, Foxtes;+Squirils, and. other Bealts, 
Beaſts which yeild $00d Furrs : And though not 
over-run generally with "Woods, it doth-afford 
( beſides itore of Fewel') abundance of ſtately Tees;
